Blundell, ]by Tradition, was a Native of Tiverton, 
and, it appears from the Infcription pver the Gate- 
way, which leads into the Area before the School, 
that he was born in the year 1520. 

We Jknow but little of the early JPart of his Life. — 
Prince, in his Worthies of Devon, fays that '* he was 
^ a poor Lad, who went Errands for the Carriers 
*' who came to Tiverton, and was tradable in look- 
** ing after their Horfes, and doing little Services as 
" they gave him Orders. By Degrees he got a little 
*^ Money, of which he was very careful, and bought 
^' therewith a Kerfie, which a Carrier was fo kind as ^

** to carry for him to London gratis, and to make 
*' him the Advantage of the Return. Having done ^M^^^ 
^,* fo for fome Time, he at length got Kerfies enough

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** wherewith to load an Horfe, and went with them 
*' himfelf, where being found very diligent and induf- 
" trious, he was received into good Employment, by 
*' thofe who managed there the Kerfie Trade, (for 
*' which Tiverton was then very famous) and he con- 
** tinued therein until he was rich enough to fet up 
*' the Calling for himfelf.** 

The above Account, in all Probability, is an au- 
thentic one ; for Prince informs us that he received 
it from " Mr. Newte, one of the Reftorsof the Church 
of Tiverton;** whofc Father was likewife Re6lor of 
Tiverton, and his Grandfather lived in the Neighbour- 
hood of Tiverton at the fame Time with Blundell. 

He afterwards, moll indifputably became a Clothier 
in a very extenfive Line of Bufinefs, and fpent much 
Time in London, where he formed a valuable and 
large Acquaintance, particularly with Lord Chief 
Juftice Popham, and the Family of Whitmore. 

His Donations to various Hofpitals, &c. in Lon- 
don, teftify his Partiality to the City : And having 
been never married, he died there on the i8th Day 
of April, 1601, leaving many * collateral Relations, 
whom I have noticed in a Genealogical Table.

The Will, in fome Parts of it, appears to be drawn 
up by a Lawyer of Eminence : In others, the Style re- 
fembles that of a Man who committed his Thoughts to 
Paper juft as they occurred to him. It was evidently 
madeatdiflFerent Periods — aCircumftance not much to 
be wondered at, when we confider, that it was the Will 
of a Man near fourfcore Years of Age, and that it was 
all his own Hand-writing.

The Ap- 
pellation of Servant given to him by his Uncle, muft 
not be underftopd to defcribe him as a menial Ser- 
vant. It was a familiar Mode of Ex predion among 
Perfons in Trade, and applicable to a confidential 
Perfon, who in our Days is called a Clerk in the Ac- 
counting Houfe. There are two fimilar Inftanccs to 
which the fame Obfervatiou will extend^ namely, to

From this Paflage, and from the refpe£tful Man- 
ner in which the Lord Chief Juftices* Name is men- 
tioned in * other Parts of the Will, and from his ap- 
pearing to have had the fole Dire£lion in what Man- 
ner the feveral Trufts, made in Blundell's WiU, 
Ihould be invefted, we may reafonably conclude, that 
there fubfifted the moll intimate Friendfhip between 
the Lord Chief Juftice and Blunddl. Out of Re- 
fpeft therefore to the Memory of their Founder, as 
well as the great Abilities and Integrity of his Friend, 
the Name of Popham feems to demand fome Atten- 
tion} from the Feoffees.

The Floors 
and Wainfcot ^of the Schools, being much decayed, 
were renewed about the Year 1773, and the great

Eftates, the FeofFees now have 2y^o£. Capital Truft 
Monies in Old South Sea Annuities: The prefent 
Income of the Truft Eftate, is about 28o£'. a Year, 
and the outgoings are about 24q£. a Year. 

In the Year 1741, the Feoffees being divided in 
Opinion, in what Manner they ought to applyt the 
Truft Money, which remained after the Difcharge of

But for many 
Years paft the Boys have not been rewarded, after 
ferving their Time faithfully, in fo ample a Manner 
as he intended : For a Deduftion has been made for 
the Expences of the Indenture— of the Bond frcm 
the Mafter to repay the 5L— -and of another Bond 
from the Boy to compel him when out of his Time 
to follow Huft)andry. It muft be admitted that the 
Indenture and the firft Bond are abfolutely neceflary, 
but whether there is fuch a Neceffity for the fecond

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Bond, is ofiFered for your Confideration. The Words 
of the Will do not imply fuch an Obligation, and I 
do not remember to have heard of any Law that re- 
quires it. 

Profeffing myfelf then an Advocate for thofe 
poor Boys, to fhew the generous Difpofition of the 
Feoffees, " as well in Matters of Hufbandry as the 
School," I am induced to propofe, that the Legacy 
may come entire to the Boys in future, and that the 
neceffary Expences, which may attend the binding of 
them, may be defrayed out of the Truft Fund. — A 
third Part to be deduced out of each Legacy, is fure- 
ly a great deal to each of the ObjeCls, but it cannot 
be a material Article if paid out of our general Fund. 
There are but very few Inftances in the Tranfaftions 
of this Hufbandry Matter, where the Feoffees have 
been obliged to call on the Matter for the Repayment 
of the Sum received in Cafes of Delinquency, or Death 
of the Boy — but when either has happened, the Mo- 
ney has been applied, for it does not return to the 
Truft Fund, in charitable Diftributions to the poor 
Relations of >the Boy, or to the Poor in general of 
Tiverton.

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Our Book of Orders comtnenced in the Ycaf 
1663. I' ^^ evident from a Paffage in the great Book 
of Account, that there was another Book of Orders 
(not to be found at this Time) of a much earlier Date, 
the Fate of which requires that there (hould be mdre 
Care taken of this. A Duplicate of it is certainly as 
neceffary as that of the great Book of Account ; and 
when it is made, the bed Way of preferving it^ will be 
to place the original in the Cheft, and the Duplicate 
may remain with the Clerk. Upon what Account 
they were taken out of the Cheft is at this Time un- 
known, but a great Number of Deeds and Evidences 
belonging to our Truft are certainly removed and 
cannot now be found. Our Clerk, to my certain 
Knowledge, has been very affiduous in his Searches, 
and has recovered many of the Records of the School, 
which had been removed long before he came into 
Office : And I have no Doubt but from the fame De- 
gree of Affiduity he will recover more of them. —

craftination of an Eleftion of a Scholar by the Feoffees, 
throws the Income of the vacant Scholarfhip into a dif- 
ferent Channel from what it ought to go in ; and be- 
fides that, the Boys placed at the School on Purpofe to 
be Candidates, piay, for Want of a fuflScient Number of 
FeoflFees being prefent to elefl: a Scholar, be fuperan^ 
nuated. Within a few Years paftthe Eieftion has been 
frequently put off*, becaufe a fufficient Number of Feof- 
fees did not attend, which confirms the Propriety of this 
Remark. When a Meeting is held " a Chairman is 
balloted for, who has a calling Vote in Cafe of an 
Equality of Votes upon any Queftion refpefting the 
Truft/* The Candidates make Latin Orations- 
produce Poetical Compofitions — and are examined in 
the Clafficsby the Matter in the Prefence of the Feof- 
fees, and a public Audience in the School. 

It is neceflary that the Candidates be furnilhed with 
a Certificate of their Age, for, as by the Will no Boy 
can remain in the School after he is 18 Years of Age, 
fo he is ineligible unto a Scholarfliip, and inad- 
miflible into College after he has completed that Period. 

The two inftances, (which I before alluded to) 
where an elefted Scholar has been refufed Admittance 
into Balliol College, on Account of Superanuation, 
are thefe. It was fatal to White, in 1617— and to 

Land, 
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Land^ in 1781, when White's Cafe^ and the Statute* 
of the College were urged as the Grounds of Refufal 
hy the College. That Cafe of White was litigated 
with great warmth^ and at a great Expence between 
the FeoflFees and the College : It terminated in favor* 
of the College. By waycrf Caution to all Parties inte- 
refted in the Eleftion of Scholars for the Colleges^ the 
following Orders have been made by the FeoflFees, to 
wit, * that Boyst chofen, ihall at the next Term at 

* fartheft after the Eleftion repair to College, and that 

* until next Term or Admiffion into College, they 

* flhall continue at this School^ and not at any other.— 

* Boys not complying with the above Order fhall for- 

* feit the Benefit of fuch Eleftion, unlefs prevented 

* by Providence, or other Reafon to be allowed by the 

* Feoffees ;— §No Boy in future fhall ftand as a Can-^ 
« didate, unlefs fuch Boy hath been refident in School

AN Eraalation among Youth in School Exercifcs,isever pleafine 
and praife-worthy ; therefore whatever tends to promote \t, wiu 
moll certainly meet with Approbation. 

A Propofal being made by the Mailer of the School, at the Meet- 
ing of the Feoffees in the Year 1776, for giving an honorary Medal 
to Boys educated at the School, who (hould diHinguilh themfelves 
by Literary Abilities, it met with a moil cheerful Reception. 

In the Year following, (1777) the Propofal was renewed, and a 
liberal Subfcription was entered into by the Feoffees prefent, whichi 
was fufficient for procuring a Die, and fome Medals in Silver and 
Copper. 

Although the Scheme was as it were in its infancy* the Boys were 
induced to bring forwards their Exercifes at the time of Subfcription 
upon a promife of two Silver Medals. — ^The Inftitution was thca 
opened by an Oration in Latin, on the Founder of the School. 

As foon as the Medals could be procured, which was fometime iigi 
the Year 1778, the Boy who had didinguifhed himfelf by the Ora- 
tion, and another Boy who had dillinguifhed himfelf by fpeakmg, 
were each prefented with a Silver Medal. 

To the politenefs of Mr. Bampfylde, one of the Feoffees, theTn- 
llitution is indebted for thq Defign of the Medal, which Mr. Pingo 
has executed with his ufual ingenuity. 

The expence of the Die was 471. 5s. — a Silver Medal comes to 
about 7s. 8d. and a Copper one to about 4s. 

The bubfcripiion has been increafed by the Feoffees who have 
been elected fmce the year 1777. It is not improbable that there 
will be a fufficient Fund for fupporting the Inllitution, if, in future, 
the new elefted Feoffees unite m a Subfcription. 

An Application was made by the late Marquis of Rockingham for ' 
a Medal, and by two or three other Gentlemen at the fame time to 
be ftruclc off at their own expence. The Marquis's requell I re- 
member was complied with, as well as that of the other Gentlemen. 
—All other Applications have been refufed. 

None but the Marquis and other Gentlemen, and the Feoffees who 
have Medals in Silver and Copper — as alfo the Boys who gained the 
Prizes — and the Mailer, who was prefented with a Silver Medal as 
a token of our favour for propofmg the Inilitution— arc in pcfTeffion 
of either Sort of the Medals.
